Kern Basin, discloses interesting facts 
as to the geological formation of this 
region. According to his estimates, 
nearly three million years have elapsed 
since the beginning of the quaternary 
time, when the first great uplift took 
place, which raised that part of the 
mountain range about 2500 feet. Prof. 
Lawson then divides quaternary time 
into tig periods—that of the evolution 
of the High valleys following this up- 
heaval, and that of the cutting of 
the present cafion system of the Sierra 
Nevadas, which followed a second and 
greater upheava.

Statutes Are Named. 


Inereases in Clerk Hire and 
Profitable Leases. 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 


WASHINGTON, March 7.—Another 
chapter in the postoffice investigation 
of last summer was revealed today. 
when Chairman Overstrect of the 
House Committee on Postoffices and 
Post Roads laid before the House of 
Representatives a closely-printed 
ument of 218 pages, recounting the in- 
stances on file in the Postoffice De- 
partment in which members of the 
Senate and House of Representatives 
have used their influence with tne of- 
ficials of the Postoffice Department. 
with more or less success, to secure 
increases in salaries of postmasters, ad- 
ditional clerk hire, and advantageous 
leases of buildings for postoffice pur- 
poses. 

The report is made by the unani- 
mous vote of the members of Mr. 


a resolution calling for the inforwa- 
tion, introduced by Represcniative 
Hay of Virginia. As the informa:ion 
accompanies the report, the commut- 
iee recommends that the resolution 
lie on the table. Some ot the trunsac- 
tions involving members of Congress 
recorded in the report are held w be 
technical violations of the statutes; 
others are pronounced by members 
who have read the report as clearty 
censurable, 
cages it is held that members in mik- 
ing their recommendations to the de- 
partment expected nothing not in 
harmony with the rules and practices 
of the department. 
THREE CASES OF LEASES. 

| Three cases are set forth in which 
merabers of Congress own buildinzs 
which are leased to the government for 
postoffice — The details of 
these cases are given by Fourth As- 
sistant Postmaster-General Bristow in 
a communication to Chairman ver- 
street, as follows: 

“Section 39, of the Revised Statutes, 
provides: ‘No member of or delegate 
to Congress shall directly or indirect- 
ly, himself, or by any other person in 
trust for him or for his use or benefit, 
or on his account, undertake, execut+, 
hoid or enjoy, in-whole or in part, aay 
contract or agreement made or en- 
tered into on behalf of the United 
States by any officer or person author- 
ized to make contracts on behalf ot 
the United States.’ 

“The statute further provides: ‘All 
contracts or- agreements made ‘n vio- 
lation of this section shall be void.’ 

“Yet, in the face of this statute, 
Beavers has made contracts with n.em- 
bers of Congress for the rental cf 
premises, either in his own name, 
or the name of his agents or some 
member of their families. 
| “Geneseo, N. Y¥.—The postoffice ai 
‘this place was located in a building 
owned by J. W. Wadsworth. At that 
time, Mr. Wadsworth was not a mem- 
ber of Congress. It was advanced from 
third to second class, July 1, 1901. 
While it was a third-class office, no 
contract was made for the lease of the 
building, but the Postmaster was al- 
lowed 3290 per annum for rent, with 
an allowance of $60 for fuel and light, 
making $350 in all. When the offics 
became second-class, a lease was made, 
dated from October 1, 1901. At this 
time Mr. Wodsworth was a member 
of Congress. The building was im- 
proved to comply with the requirements 
of the department for a second-class 
office; the annual rental was fixed at 
$550, including equipment, heat and 
light. The proposal was made by W. 
L. 8. Olmstead, who is said to be the 
agent of Mr. Wadsworth. The prop- 
erty stood in the latter's name Sep- 
tember 22, 1993. It does not appear 
from the report of the inspectors and 
information secured by the department 
that the rental is exxcessive, or that 
allowance is in any way more than 
should have been made. | 

“Lawrence, Kan.—The  postoffice 
premises at this place were leased from 
Hon. J. D. Bowersock many years 
prior to his election as a member of 
Congress, in 1898, at an annual rental 
of $1500. That lease expired April 1, 
1900. On December 13, 1889, Mr. Bower- 
sock submitted a proposal to renew the 
lease for a term of e years at the 
same annual rental. After a con- 
ference with officials at the First As- 
sistant Postmaster-General's office, Mr. 
Bowersock withdrew his ro 
submitting one from his daughter, Mra. 
Hortense B. Hill, and the lease w 
executed in her name on the terms’ 
fore mentioned. The record shows the 
title to the premises in question was 
vested in Mr. Bowersock. The annual 
rental is the same as it was for 
many years before Mr. Bowersock was 
elected to Congress, and the postoffice 
has been located where it is now for 
thirty years.” 

“Station A, Winsted, Ct.—The post- 
office premises at this point are owned 
by Hon. George I. Lilley, a member 
of Congress. Original lease, which 
was made before Mr. Lilley was elected 
to Congress, expired April 1, 1903. The 
entire block in which the office is lo- 
cated was then leased by Mr. Lilley to 
Charies 8. Newcomb. and the lease to 
the Postoffice Department in his name, 
though the title to the block before 
mentioned appears to remain in Mr. 
Lilley'’s name. The rent is practically 
the same as undef the former lease. 

“In none of the above cases does it 
appear that the government has paid 
an excessive rental. I referred to the 
eases in my report, not because there

GETTING OF CLERK HIRE. 

The history of 161 cases is given in 
the report wherein members of Con- 
gress figure in getting authorization 
fer clerk hire in excess of the amount 
the office in question was entitled to, 
according to the secret method em- 
ployed by the department to determine 
the merits of the case. Many of these 
increases were only temporary and 
have been discontinued. A tabulated 
statement shows tant in eighty-two in- 
stances where reductions have been 
made since April, 1903, $15,880 was be- 
ing paid annually in excess of the 
amounts these offices were entitled to. 

As illustrations of the nature of the 
long list of cases, four instances troma 
single page are quoted, and another on 
the following page in which Fourth 
Class Assistant Postmaster-General 
Bristow appears as the “influence,” as 
follows: | 

“Nora, Ind.—On June 23, 1902, Jesse 
Overstreet wrote requesting an aillow- 
ance of $200 for separate cierk hire at 
this office. Two days later he wrote 
requesting that the allowance be made 
$150. On June 27, 1902, the allowance 
was fixed at $150, effective July 1, 1902. 
There does not appear to have been 
any statement of the separating work 


on which to base the allowance for 


clerk hire. On May 16, 1902, the rec- 
ords showing that there was no sep- 
arating service performed at this of- 
fice, the allowance was discontinued 
effective that date. 

“Oakland City, Ind., April 11. 
1902.—J. A. Hemenway personally rec- 
ommended that the allowance for sep- 
arating clerk hire, $300, be allowed to 
continue. On April 21, 1902, the post- 


master made a report of the separat- 


ing service pcrtormed, and, accord-* 
ing to the scale used, he was entitled 
to only $:99 per annum. On May 6, 
1902. a letter signed by the First As- 
sistant Postmaster-General was ad- 
dressed to Mr. Hemenway in which he 
advised that ‘the amount of transit 
mail now handled at that point (Oak- 
land City) is not sufficient to serve as 
a basis for the present allowance for 
clerk tire, but in view of your special 
interest in the matter, no change will 
be made 1 this time. The $300 allow- 
ance wus therefore allowed to con- 
tinue unt November 19, 1903. The 
postmaster havirg reported separating 
business at his office which entitled 
him to $210, his ollowance was reduced 
to $210, effective December 1, 1903. 

“Rockport, Ind., February 18, 1899, 
J. A. Hemenway personally recom- 
mended an allowance of $300. An in- 
crease from #290 to $300 was granted 
from July 1, 1899. April 1, 1902, J. A. 
Hemenway recommended an allowance 
of $400, if possible. Postmaster was 
directed to make a report of transit 
mail handled, which he did, showing 
him to be entitled to $380 for clerk hire. 
The allowance was increased 
to $400, effective July 1, 1900. 

“April 11, 1902, the postmaster was 
again directed to make a count. of 
transit mail handled. His report 
showed him to be entitled to an allow- 
ance of $300. In a memorandum marked 
Special,“ in the handwriting of the 
general superintendent, directions were 
given to increase the allowance to $500 
from July 1, 1902. This was done. On 
1903 the postmaster, in 
accordance with instructions made a 
new account of the transit mail han- 
dled showing the office to be entitled 
to $390. Accordingly the allowance was 
reduced from $f00 to $390 on Decem- 
ber 1, 1903. 

“Salem (Ind.) March 7.—On January 
3. 1903, in a letter signed by the Gen- 
eral Superintendent of the Salary and 
Allowance Division, A. J. Beveridge 
was informed that, in accordance with 
his recommendation, the allowance for 
separation clerk hire at this office had 
been increased from $100 to $200, ef- 
fective January 1, 1903. There does not 
appear on the records any statement 
of the separating services performed 
on which this allowance was based. 
On June 9%, 1903. under instructions 
from: this office, the postmaster re- 
ported transit matter handled dally, 
which, according to the scale, entitled 
him to $100 per annum, and on June 
29 1902, it was reduced to this amount, 
effective July 1, 1903.“

Castle, former Representative Fiet- 
cher and Representative McLaary are 
the names mentioned in the Minnesota 
list. R. C. Keren, Webster Davis 
and John Dougherty secured increases. 
which afterward were revoked, 
Missouri. Thomas H. Carter appears 
in the list for Montana. Former Sen- 
ator Thurston and Representative 
Thurston and Represen ve Burkett 
are down for Nebraska. 

Representatives Gardner and William 
Johnson secured increases in New Jer- 
sey. New York is represented in the 
list_by Gov. Odell, Representatives 8. E. 
Payne, Sherman, Alexander, Ketcham 
and Vreeland and ex-Representatives 
Ray and Tompkins. Former Senator 
Pritchard secured an increase for clerk 
hire for Greenville, N. C., from $70 to 
$150 per annum, which, on December 1, 
1903, was discontinued altogether.

The clerk hire tn Pennsylvania was 
looked after by Senator Quay and Sen- 
ator Penrose, and Representative But- 
ler and former Representative Showal- 
ter. Senator McLaurin appears for one 
increase in South Carolina, Senator 
Kittreige for one in South Dakota, Rep- 
resentatives Brownlow and Gibson se- 
cured several increases which have been 
reduced since in Tennessee. late 
Representative De Graffenreid was suc. 
cessful in one case. 

Senator Overman is the owner of the 
building in which the postoffice at Sals- 
bury, N. C., is located. The report says 
that on taking his seat as a United 
States Senator he offered to surrender 
the lease, but the offer was declined by 
the government, it dei beld that the 
lease was not invalidated by his election 
as Senator. 

The report declares that the files in 
the Postoffice Department Indicate that 
the office at Tuskegee, Ala., is owned by 
Representative Thompson of Alabama.

Sudsequent bills have attempted to 
meet this criticism by a provision 
that any contractor or sub-contractor 
aggrieved by the withholding of any 
penalty shall have the right to appeal 
to the head of the department making 
the contract, and .a further right 
appeal to the Co of Claims.” 

This interjection\of the right of 
appeal does not help the situation nor 
alter the fact of the inspector's con- 
trol over the matter and the with- 
holding of the penalty.

A penalty is imposed 
on a man and his property withheld 
by a procedure no different from the 
noc of a despotic Sultan. 

The bill, according to the best legal 
minds, from whom I have freely 
quoted, is unconstitutional and vicious | 
and will be found to be impracticable 
in execution if made law.

MEASURE IS DESPOTIC. 

And the sixth amendment provides: 
“In all criminal prosecutions the ac- 
cused shall enjoy the right to a 
speedy and public trial.” This bill ; 
makes no provision whatever for the 
tria: or hearing before any court. It 
provides for a penalty which involves 
the idea of punishment. It further 
provides that the amount of the pen- 
alty stipulated {mn any such contract 

“shall be withheld” and leaves the 
final disposition of the contractor's 
3 to an inspector, with no re- 

dress, no due process of law, and no 
appeal, imposing — power on & 
subordinate employé of the United 
States government. 

Sudsequent bills have attempted to 
meet this criticism by a provision 
that any contractor or sub-contractor 
aggrieved by the withholding of any 
penalty shall have the right to appeal 
to the head of the department M 
the contract, and a further right of 

appeal to the Co of Claims.” 

This interjection\of the right of 
appeal does not help the situation nor 
alter the fact of the inspector's con- 
trol over the matter and the with- 
holding of the penalty. For the de 
termination of the fact that a man 
has worked more than t hours 
rests absolutely upon the statement 
of an inspector. A penalty is imposed 
on a man and his property withheld 
by a procedure no different from the 
nod of a despotic Sultan. 

The bill, according to the best legal 
minds, from whom I have freely 
quoted, is unconstitutional and vicious 
and will be found to be impracticable 
in execution if made law. 

The House eight-hour bill original- 
ly applied to hours of labor in the 
transportation business—a discrimina-, 
tion which the representatives, of 
these interests could not tolerate and 
would not permit to be thrust upon 
them. 

Quoting from a correspondent of 
the American Industries of March 16, 
1903: “Railway connections could not 
be adjusted to meet an eight-hour re- 
quirement, likewise with steamship 
transpertation.

Increases in Clerk Hire and 
Profitable Leases.

WASHINGTON, March 7,—Another 
chapter in the postoffice investigation 
of last summer was revealed today. 
when Chairman Overstreet of the 
House Committee on Postoffices and 
Post Roads laid before the House of 
Representatives a closely-printed 
ument of 218 pages, recounting the in- 
stances on file in the Postoffice De- 
partment in which members of the 


| Senate and House of Representatives 
have used their influence with tne of- 


ficials of the Postoffice Department, 
with more or less success, to secure 
increases in salaries of postmasters, ad- 
ditional clerk hire, and advantageous 
leases of buildings for postoffice pur- 
poses. 

The report is made by the unani- 
mous vote of the members of Mr. 
Overstreet's committee, in response to

As the informal 
report, the commt- 
iee recommends that the resolution 
lie on the table. Some of the trunsac- 
tions involving members of Congress 
recorded in the report are heid t be 
technical violations of the statutes; 
others are pronounced by members 
who have read the report as cleariy 
censurable, while in the majority, of 
cases it is held that members n nik 
ing their: recommendations to the de- 
partment expected nothing not in 
harmony with the rules and practices 
the department. 

THREE CASES OF LEASES. 
Three cases are set forth in which 
‘members of Congress own buildinzs 
which are leased to the government for 
postoffice urposes. The details of 
these cases are given by Fourth As- 
sistant Postmaster-General Bristow in 
a communication to Chairman ver- 
street, as follows: 

“Section 39, of the Revised Statutes, 
provides: ‘No member of or delegate 
to Congress shall directly or indirect- 
ly, himself, or by any other person in 
trust for him or for his use or benetit, 
or on his account, undertake, execut+, 
hold or enjoy, in whole or in part, aay 
contract or agreement made or en- 
tered into on behalf of the United 
States by any officer or person author- 
ized to make contracts on behalf ot 
the United States.“ 

“The statute further provides: ‘All 
contracts or agreements made n v 
lation of this section shall be void. 
“Yet, in the face of this statuic, 
Beavers has made contracts with n.-m- 
bers of Congress for the rental cf 
premises, either in his own name, 
or the name of his agents or some 
member of thelr families. 

“Geneseo, N. Y.—The postoffice at 
this place was located in a building 
owned by J. W. Wadsworth. At that 
time, Mr. Wadsworth was not a mem- 
ber of Congress. It was advanced from 
third to second class, July 1. 1901. 
While it was a third-class office, no 
contract was made for the lease of the 
building, but the Postmaster was al- 
towed $200 per annum for rent, with 
an allowance of §60 for fuel and light, 
making $350 in all. When the offics 
became second-clags, a lease was made, 
dated from October 1, 1901. At this 
time Mr. Wodsvorth was a member 
of Congress. The building was im- 
proved to comply with the requirements 
of the department for a second-class 
office; the annual rental was fixed at 
$550, including equipment, beat and 
light. The proposal was made by W. 
L. 8. Olmstead, who ts said to be the 
agent of Mr. Wadsworth. The prop- 
erty stood in the latter's name Sep- 
tember 22, 1993. It does not appear 
from the report of the inspectors and 
information secured by the department 
that the rental is exxcessive, or that 
allowance is in any way more than 
should have been made. | 

“Lawrence, Kan.—The  postoffice 
er at this place were leased from 

on. J. D. Bowersock many years 
prior to his election as a member of 
Congress, in 1898, at an annual rental 
of $1500. That lease expired April 1, 
1900. On December 13, 1889, Mr. Bower- 
sock submitted a proposal to renew the 
lease for a term of e years at the 
same annual rental. After a con- 
ference with officials at the First As- 
sistant Postmaster-General’s office, Mr. 
Bowersock withdrew his proposal, 
submitting one from his daughter, Mra, 
Hortense B. Hill, and the lease w 
executed in her name on the terms 
fore mentioned. The record shows the 
title to the premises in question was 
vested in Mr. Bowersock. The annual 
rental is the same as it was for 
many years before Mr. Bowersock w 
elected to Congress, and the postoffi 
has been located where it is now for 
thirty years.” 

“Station A, Winsted, Ct.—The post- 
office premises at this point are owned 
by Hon. George I. Lilley, a member 
of Congress. Original lease, which 
was made before Mr. Lilley was elected 
to Congress, expired April 1, 1903. The 
entire block in which the office is lo- 
eated was then leased by Mr. Lilley to 
Charles 8. Newcomb. and the lease to 
the Postoffice Department in his name, 
though the title to the block before 
mentioned appears to remain in Mr. 
Lilley’s name. The rent is practically 
the same as undef the former lease. 

“In none of the above cases does it 
appear that the government has paid 
an excessive rental. I referred to the 
cases in my report, not because there 
was any fraud indicated in the busi-

GETTING OF CLERK HIRE. 
The history of 161 cases is given in 
the report wherein members of Con- 
gress figure in getting authorization 
fer clerk hire in excess of the amount 


the office in questjon was entitled to, 


according to the secret method em- 
ployed by the department to determine 
the merits of the case. Many of these 
increases were only temporary and 
have been discontinued. A tabulated 
statement shows tuat in eighty-two in- 
stances where reductions have been 
made since April, 1903, $15,880 was be- 
ing paid annually in excess of the 
amounts these offices were entitled to. 

As illustrations of the nature of the 
long list of cases, four instances trom a 
single page are quoted, and another on 
the following page in which Fourth 


Class Assistant Postmaster-General 
Bristow appears as the influence, as 
follows: 

“Nora, Ind. June 23, 1902, Jesse 


Overstreet wrote requesting an allow 


ance of $200 for separate cierk hire at 
this office. Two days later he wrote 
requesting that the allowance be made 
$150. On June 27, 1902, the allowance 
was fixed at $150, effective July 1. 1902. 
There does not appear to have been 
any statement of the separating work 
on which to base the allowance for 
clerk hire. On May 16, 1902, the rec- 
ords showing that there was no sep- 
arating service performed at this of- 
fice, the allowance was discontinued 
effective that date. 

„Oakland City, Ind., April 11. 
190 2.— J. A. Hemenway personally rec- 
ommended that the allowance for sep- 
arating clerk hire, $300, be allowed to 
continue. On April 21, 1902, the post- 
master inade a report of the separat- 
ing service tertormed, and, accord-' 
ing to the scale used, he was entitled 
to only $:99 per annum on May 6, 
1202, a letter signed by the First As- 
sistant Postmaster-General was ad- 
dressed to Mr. Hemenway in which he 
advised that ‘the amount of transit 
mail now handled at that point (Oak- 
land City) is not sufficient to serve as 
a basis for the present allowance for 
clerk Lire, but in view of your special 
interest ig the matter, no change will 
be made this time.’ The 8300 allow- 
ance was therefore allowed to con- 
{tinue unt! November 19, 1903. The 

tmaster havirg reported separating 
business at his office which entitled 
him to $210, his ollowance was reduced 
to $210, effective December 1, 1903. 

‘Rockport, Ind., February 18, 1899, 
J. A. Hemenway personally recom- 
mended an allowance of $300. An in- 


crease from #200 to $300 was granted 


from July 1, 1899. April 1, 1902, J. A. 
Hemenway ecommended an allowance 
of $400, if possible. Postmaster was 
directed to make a report of transit 
mail handled, which he did, showing 
him to be entitled to $380 for clerk hire. 
The allowance was inc from 

to $400, effective July 1, 1900. 

“April 11, 1902, the postmaster was 
again directed to make a count of 
transit mall handled. His report 
showed him to be entitled to an allow- 
ance of $300. In a memorandum marked 
‘special,’ in the handwriting of the 
general superintendent, directions were 
given to increase the allowance to $6500 
from July 1, 1902. This was done. On 
November 1, 1903 the postmaster, in 
accordance with instructions made a 
new account of the transit mail han- 
died showing the office to be entitled 
to $390. Accordingly the allowance was 
reduced from $f00 to $390 on Decem- 
ber 1, 1903. > 

“Salem (Ind.) March 7.—On January 
3. 1908, in a letter signed by the Gen- 
eral Superintendent of the Salary and 
Ailowance Division, A. J. veridge 
was informed that, in accordance with 
his recommendation, the allowance for 
separation clerk hire at this office had 
been increased from $100 to $200, ef- 
fective January 1, 1903. There does not 
abpear on the records any statement 
of the separating services performed 
on which this allowance was based. 
On June 9%, 1993, under instructions 
from this office, the postmaster re- 
ported transit matter handled daily, 
which, according to the scale, entitled 
him to $100 per annum, and on June 
29 1993, it was reduced to this amount, 
effective July 1, 1993."

Joseph Smith, Jr., was the originator 
of the doctrine of polygamy. Chair- 
man Burrows has caused subpoenas 
to be issued for Messrs. Shupe and 
Tabor. The telegram to Senator Bur- 
‘rows declares as untrue the statement 
‘of President Smith that revelations 
commanding polygamy were first 
given to Joseph Smith, Jr. It asserts 
that Brigham Young alone is re- 
sponsible f that “pernicious doc- 
trine,” and that the polygamy re- 
ligion was introduced first by Brig- 
ham Young in 1852, nearly “nine 
years after the death of Joseph Qmith, 
who never had but one wife.“ 

The telegram continues: “State- 
ments to the contrary are false. Ask 
Smith to show any children from any 
of the alleged plural wives of the first 
Joseph Smith. The courts have de- 
creed that the Utah Mormon church 
is not like the church organized by 
Joseph Smith and that the first Mor- 
mon church’s successor is the Reor- 
ganized Latter Day Saints, headquar- 
ters at Latoni, Iowa, consisting of a 
thousand honorable members who do 
not bejieve in, nor practice polygamy. 
The Mormon covenants were changed 
in 1876, and what purported to be 
the polygamy revelation was inserted. 
The original book does not contain 
such a doctrine. If you will examine 
section 42, Book of Mormon, page 116, 
you will find it condemns polygamy 
in the strongest terms.” 

SMITH’S CLOSING TESTIMONY.

been discussed. Smith said it had not 
in either advisory talk or in regard 
to taking of the action to prevent the 
practice.

Smoot became an apostie, the status 
of most of the polygamists had been 
fixed many years before. 

In answer to questions by Worth- 
ington and Senator Burrows, Smith 
said that Senator Smoot had never 
advised for or against continuance of 
polygamous cohabitation. 

In returning to convictions, Smith 
said there had been none since the 
manifesto of 1890; that all the con- 
victions under the Edmunds law were 
while Utah was a Territory. Senator 
Dubois referred to Worthington as 
counsel for Smith. 

“I protest,” said Worthington. “I 
am not the attorney for the witness. 
If I were, the examination would have 
been far different.” 

A list of the first judges elected 
since Utah was a State showed that 
the former Territorial judges were 
chosen without exception, and that all 
of them had formerly sent Mormons 
to prison for polygamous cohabitation. 
The purpose of this was to deny the 
inference that the Mormon church 
dominates the courts. 

Worthington read the list of Sena- 
tors and Representatives elected from 
Utah since the manifesto of 1890, to 
show the percentage of Mormons to 
Gentiles. The witness was asked in 
regard to each: “Was he a Mormon 
or a Gentile?” In regard to Frank J. 
Cannon, who was elected to the Sen- 
ate, Smith stated he was classed as a 
Mormon, but he was a poor one.

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

At the beginning of the afternoon 
session, Mr. Smith said that, according 
to his best understanding, Presidents 
Woodruff and Snow conformed to the 
former's manifesto and obeyed the 
law.

Worthington announced that he had 
finished with the witness, and Taylor 
then asked if four out of seven mem- 
bers of the Board of Trustees of the 
Agricultural College are polygamists. 
Smith said he believed that to be the 
case. He answered also that his elec- 
tion as president was since Smoot’s 
election as an r.postie. Senator Foraker 
asked Smith if he had any objection 
to Smoot becoming a candidate for 
Senator, and Smith said: “I gave my 
consent to his becoming a candidate.”

REPORTS THAT ARE SOUGHT. 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

WASHINGTON, March 7.—- Mr. Ov- 
erstreet made an elaborate explanation 
of the provisions of the bill. While he 
was speaking, a messenger brought in 
and laid on the doorkeeper’s desk a 
bundle of the reports accompanying 
the Hay resolution. Members crowded 
around the desk and business was sus- 
pended until every member had pro- 
cured a copy of the report. 

Mr. Moon of Tennessee, the ranking 
minority member of the Postoffice Com- 
mittee, disavowing any political pur- 
pose in view of the evidence at hand, 
urged it to be the duty of the House 
to look closely into the affairs of the 
Postoffice Department. The system of 
administration, he said, was weak, and 
an investigation might enable the 
House to revise and strengthen the 
system. 

“The slime,” he said, “which had 
been found in one branch may have 
permeated other branches. He said 
that the names of 150 members had 
been linked with the wrong doing in 
the Postoffice Department, not justly, 
he said, except in a very few cases, 
but he asked how this would be viewed. 
He exonerated the Republiajns from 
any desire to protect wrong-doers in 
office, but said they were derelict in 
not providing a better system. It was 
not a partisan matter, but an issue 
that must be met.“ : 

Mr. Cowherd of Missouri said that, 
in criticising the administration of 
the Postoffice Department, he wanted 
first to pay his compliments to the 
Postoffice Committee. They had 
worked hard, and its chairman had 
shown great zeal and ability. The es- 
timates of the Postoffice Department, 
however, were net to be relied upon, 
and to correct the evil Congress should 
order an investigation with a view of 
getting rid of the maladmir:stration 
that had obtained during the past few 
years. 
The provision in the „al for a pur- 
chasing agent to buy all supplies for 
the department was commended by 
Mr. Cowherd. He declared that M. W. 
Louis had been put into the service by 
First Assistant Postmaster Heath as 
_cashier of the Kansas City office, and 
immediately transferred to Washing- 
ton as head of the supply division, be- 
cause contracts were to be let shortly 
afterward. Over 50,000 pounds of ink 
nad been bought at an increased price, 
when it previously had taken only 21,- 
600 pounds. Mr. Metcalf, superinten- 
dent of the money-order system, was 


mentioned in connection with the 
printing contract for money-order 
blanks. 


“Did not we have a right to expect 
some recommendation from the de- 
partment after these disclosures for a 


change in the methods?” asked Mr. 
Cowherd. “‘Yet no re dations 
came.“ 


This was his reason for demanding 
a Congressional investigation of the 
department. 

Mr. Cowherd, touching the reasons 
why certain devices were adopted by 
the department, read an extract from 
a letter of Miller, the Washington 
agent of the time-clock company, to 
Brandt of that company, as follows: 
“T am satisfied that we have the as- 
surance and friendship of both par- 
tles—Gen. Heath and Mr. Beavers— 
and all that is necessary is to cultivate 
that friendship, if not by kind words, 
by dollars and cents, and I think the 
latter will be the most persuasive.

REVISION OF LAND LAWS. 
PARTIAL REPORT SUBMITTED. 
[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 
WASHINGTON. March 7.—The com- 
mssion appointed October 12, 1903, by. 


the President, consisting of W. A. 


Richards, commissioner of the General 
Land Office; Gifford Pinchot, chief 
forester of the Department of Agri- 
@ulture, and F. H. Newell, chief en- 
gineer of the reclamation service, to 
make suggestions regarding revision of 
the laws relating to public lands, has 
made a partial report to the Presi- 
dent, which was sent to Congress to- 
day. It recommends the repeal of the 
Timber and Stone Act, and the substi- 
tution of sultable provisions for selling, 
after appraisal, the timber on public 
lands that is needed in large or small 
quantities for industrial purposes. 

The committee also recommends the 
repeal of the law permitting assign- 
ment of entries under the desert land 
law, and urges a more carefu adminis- 
tration of law, especially to those provi- 
sions relating to obtaining an adequate 
permanent water supply. It advocates 
the restricting of the commutation 
clause of the Homestead Entry Act, 
where such entries are located within 
forest reserves, or where the land is 
chiefly valuable for timber. 

It suggests the outlines for a law 
permitting homestead entries upon 


agricultural land within forest reserves 
and the survey and description of such

RUIN CONFRONTS INDIANS. 
TERRITORIAL IRREGULARITIES. 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 

WASHINGTON, March 7.—The re- 
port of Charles Bonaparte and Clin- 
ton R. Woodruff on their investiga- 
tion of the alleged abuses and irregu- 
larities in the public service of Indian 
Territory, under the control of the In- 
terior Department, was submitted to 
Congress today by the President. 


the territory as involving “immediate 
danger of ruin to the genuine Indian 
Pcpulation and profound discredit to 
the United States, exciting reasonable 
discontent on the of all classes 
of the population and demanding 
prompt and drastic remedies on the 
part of Congress. 

The action of Federal officials in the 
territory is severely criticised. in 
submitting it to Congress, the Presi- 
ae says, in part: 

“In accordance with the recommen- 
dation of Messrs. rte and 
Woodruff, the members of the commis- 
sion to the five civilized tribes have 
been informed that if they are to con- 
tinue in the service, they must cease 
all connection with business operations 
of any kind of the Territory where 
it is possible that their official posi- 
tions could have any effect upon their 
Private business, even though no such 
effect be, in fact, shown. What fur- 
ther action, if any, is to be taken in 
regard, to the commission by the Exe- 
cutive, will be determined upon after 
full consultation with Secretary 
of the Interior and careful 
tion of the facts in the case.“ 

HITCHCOCK’S LETTER. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

WASHINGTON, March 7.— The re- 
Port is accompanied by a letter from 
Secretary Hitchcock to the President 
concurring as to the references to the 
Federal officials and asking for a con- 
ference with the President regarding 
them at the earliest practical moment, 
and saying he will later consider the 
proposed sweeping changes in the or- 
ganization and administrative methods, 
which require much new legislation 
and possibly the negotiation of supple- 
mental agreements with the Indians. 

Secretary Hitchcock adds that the 
baseless impression reported to have 
obtained in Indian Territory as to the 
practice and procedure in the depart- 
ment, relative to appeals, is not sur- 
prising, in view of the “atmosphere 
of suspicion and calumny which per- 
vades the Territory.“ 

He says, however: “It is to my mind 
questionable whether it were not bet- 
ter to bear the ills we have than to 
sub vast interests, involving the 
homes and property rights of so many 
thousands of poor and ignorant peo- 
ple who are dependent upon and entitled 
to the special protection of the govern- 
ment, to the sole and final arbitration 
of a local official.” 

He says it is confidently expected 
that the Dawes commission will finish 
its work not later than a year from 
next July, in view of which the gov- 
ernment should hesitate to enter on 
radical changes of a more or less ex- 
perimental character. The report says 
that Mr. Brostus charges that the 
trust companies are manipulating In- 
dian lands were made in good faith, 
and continues: é 

“Conditions prevailing in the In- 
dian Territory at the present time are 
altogether abnormal. Multitudes of 
corporations have sprung up there, as 
described by Mr. Brosius, and the 
purposes and methods of a large pro- 
portion of these corporations are such 
as to make it obviously improper for 
Federal officers in the Territory, and 
especially for members of the commis- 
sion, to hold their stock. There are 
undoubtedly other corporations en- 
gaged in legitimate business, but a 
censorious and uncharitable public 
opinion, in the Territory and elsewhere, 
does not discriminate accurately be- 
tween the two classes: and wher it is 
known that a member the commis- 
sion has placed large sums of money 
in the stock of various trust com- 
panies and corporations of like char- 
acter, he becomes, however unjustly in 
fact, identified in the public mind with 
the principles and practices of the dis- 
reputable and unscrupulous speculators 
who have there brought discredit on 
all enterprises.” 

Speaking of the present situation in 
the territory, the report says that the 
real Indians who have remained In- 
dians, constituting scarcely one-twen- 
tieth of the whole number of the in- 
habitants, are rapidly decreasing in 
numbers, not dying from disease or 
vice, but because the future holds out 
no prospect for them. 

NEEDLESS CIRCUMLOCUTION. 

The report notes the profound discon- 
tent among the white people of the 
Territory and the very general want of 
confidence in public officials. The gen- 
eral dissatisfaction, it is stated, is ag- 
gravated further by much cir- 
cumlocution in public business and the 
frequency with which one authority is 
reversed by another. The report ex- 
pressed the opinion that it was an error 
of policy so to frame the statutes pro- 
viding for allotment in severalty among 
the Five Tribes as to 
dian to obtain more lan 
occupy personally with profit, and to 
fail adequately to recognize the dis- 
tance between a real Indian and a 
white or black man having the rights 
of an Indian. 

It is recommended that the Indian 
Territory be divided as soon as prac- 
ticable into districts, which may here- 
after become counties of a future State, 
and that every such district have an 
officer to supervise Indian leases, per- 


to serve, as a committing magistrate 
and judge of petty cases, etc., in order 
to relieve the dockets of the United 
States courts. 

It is urged that all leases of allotted 
lands should be recorded within thirty 
days of their date, otherwise to be in- 
valid, and that the system of sealed 
bids for allotted lands should be main- 
tained in all cases. 

Coucluding, the report says: The of- 
fices of the inspector and agents should 
be independent of each other and en- 
trusted with greater powers of initiative 
and determination. In general, the

AN UNTENABLE PROPOSITION. 

Recent dispatches from Washing- 
ton have noted a “tentative appeal“ 
made some time ago by the Commer- 
celal Cable Company. with a view to 
ascertaining how this government 
receive a formal application 
from that company for permission to 
land a cable in the island of Guam, 
the other end of the cable to be landed 
in Japan. The propriety of this plan 


Seemed more than doubtful from the 


first, and it is gratifying to note that 
Our government has virtually decided 
mot to grant the desired permission. 
Under existing conditions it is not ap- 
parent that any other course could 
woll be taken. 
. The laying of a cable from Japan to 
one of the Pacific islands controlled 
by the United States might not be, un- 
der a strict interpretation, a violation 
of the terms af neutrality to which 
_ this government is pledged as between 
Russia and Japan in the pending war. 
But it would come perilously near be- 
ing a breach of neutrality, at all 
events; and it should be the policy of 
our government, in the pending crisis, 
to avoid even the appearance of par- 
tiality to one side or the other. We 
should be neutral in fact as well as in 
name. 
3 A dispatch states that “it is under- 
Stood that the cable company was act- 
ing, in making its appeal to this gov- 
ernment, on behalf of the Japanese 
igovernment.” If this statement be 
true, it furnishes a substantial reason 
in itself for the refusal of our govern- 
ment to grant the desired concession.

GAS LICENSE. 
NO REDUCTION MADE. 


Just before the noon recess of the 
Council vesterday a session of the 
committee of the whole was held at 
which the petition of the Los Angeles 
Independent Gas Company (Lowe sys- 
tem) for a reduction in the license tax 
of $100 a month was discussed, and 
denied by unanimous vote.

8. F. BAKER'S ROMANTIC STORY 
TOLD IN COURT. 


Hinges on the Claim of Dr. H. G. 
Brainerd for a Fee of $400 Asked 
for Passing Upon the Mental 
Status of Baker, and Finding Him 
“Technically insane.” 


Dr. H. G. Brainerd is in Judge Al- 
len’s court attempting to recover judg- 
ment against Samuel F. Baker for $400 
for medical services. It is quite an - 
dinary suit in itself; but, neverthe- 
less, some peculiar circums' 
environ this case and a story of reli- 
gious enthusiasm, of family greed, and 
of long incarceration in an eastern 
lunatic asylum is being unfolded. 

The present action is being prose- 
cuted by John P. Coyne, as assignee of 
Dr. Brainerd, against Baker, who is a 
man almost 80 years of age. The fee 
to recover which this suit has been 
brought ie alleged to have been earned 
by Dr. Brainerd in making ¢n exami-

Whatever sum the court in the Hast 
should allow that was what they were 
to get. When the matter came up Bak- 
ern counsel suggested $200 for each 
of the experts, but the court set the 
figure at $75 « d allowed Dr. Grainger 
$600. As to this agreement there is 
some misunderstanding, however, for 
Dr. Brainerd did not appreciate the 
situation, and is now suing—in prac- 
Meal effect—for the fee which he con- 
siders reasonable, and which he be- 
lieved he should receive.
